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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 13-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goepfrich (US# 2351952). 

Goepfrich discloses all the limitations of the instant claims including; a cylinder 
assembly (46, 54), a back plate 12, a strut assembly comprising a strut 30, a lined 
leading shoe 14, a lined trailing shoe 16, a plurality of shoe return springs (70, 22), a 
plurality of shoe hold down springs (unlabeled), and a lever assembly, the lever 
assembly comprising a pivot and a lever 32, the lever comprising a rear end and a fore 
end, characterized in that the lever is pivotally inclined to the lined leading shoe such 
that the rear end of the lever is sustained by the strut positioned at the upper end of the 
brake drum, proximal to the cylinder assembly; wherein on actuating the cylinder 
assembly the lever rotates about its pivot and actuates the strut assembly so that the 
lined trailing shoe receives inputs from both the cylinder assembly and the strut 
assembly (via 24). See page 2, column 1, lines 11-18 and lines 22-27.
